SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.— The 
State Council of Defense, not only 
accomplished the most important 
task assigned to it by stimulating 
California's crop output, but has 
established a record which has re- 
ceived the indorsement of those 
Federal authorities with whom it 
has co-operated, eccording to a 
statement issued tonight by A. H. 
Nafteger, vice-chairman of the or- 
ganization. 

The statement, according to Mr. 
Naftzger, merely is a review of 
what he said has been accomplished 
by the council. A detailed state- 
ment covering the council's activi- 
ties from April 6, 1917, when war 
was declared, to January 1, 1918, he 
said, would be issued shortly, in a 
printed report. 

No reference was made in the 
statement to John Francis Neylan’s 
letter of resignation from the coun- 
cil to Gov. Stephens, in which Ner- 
lan made sweeping charges against 
the council. 

“Foremost among the things en- 
joined upon the various State Coun- 
ls of Defense by the Federal gov- 
ernment at the commencement 
war,” the statement 
said, “was the stimulation in 
every way possible of food produc- 
tion. To win the war we Were re- 
peatedly admonished that the 
United States must help feed the 
Allies and to do this every State was 
asked to exert itself tb the utter- 
most .in the matter of

The answer is contained in an of- 
ficial bulletin recently issued by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. In that bulletin California 
is credited with leading the entire 
nation in increased crop production 
for 1917.” 

The present “wheatiess’ and

to the statement, “have become na- 
tion-wide,” had their inception with 
the council,” as did the movement 
for the substitution of cornmeal and 
other grain products for wheat. The

One of its first movements 
was an attempted canvass of farm 
labor needs among farmers them- 
selves.

Of course when 
there is suggestion of investigation te in 


the limelight is in duty bound te offer the 
giad hand to the searchers. “Come in and” 
make yourself at home.” “If you dont see 
what you want, ask for it.“ These are the 
banners hung out to greet the seif-consti- 
tuted investigators. 

Whether the énemy can derive any aid or

In England, in old times, rogues 
or vagabonds were punished by having their 
ears bored with a red-hot iron. As every- 
one knows. this roguish tobacco survived 
the harsh treatment of the Pope and the 
counterblast of James I when Sir Fran- 
cid Drake introduced it there in the six- 
teenth century. And so important has it 
become it seems almost incredible that Co- 
lumbus could have discovered America with- 
out the aid of a pipe. Unbelievable but 
true; for to our own humble red man be- 
longs the honor of its discovery. Too igno- 
fant to it over an unknown world, 
and too lazy to do himself any damage with 
it, the unambitious enjoyment of, it satis- 
fied. It was a pipe of peace.

PACIFIC COAST. MILI- 
HIGHWAY. 


In the new era of industrialism there 16 


operative development which, while ren- 
dering different sections of the country in- 
terdepehdent, serves for a harmonious de- 
velopment of the whole to an éxtent not 
even dreamed of half a century ago. An 
expression of this sentiment is found in the 
present agitation for a military highway 
extending along the coast from the Cana- 
dian line to the Mexicah border. ‘Three 
States have a territorial interest in such a 
military highway; they are Washington, Or- 
egor and California, as the proposed line 
will lie Wholly within their borders. But 
there ie another interest paramount to that 
vol these States; if no material benefit would 
accrue to any section the highway should 
be constructed under an act known as the 
defense of the republic. 4 

France owes the successful defense of 
Verdun in part to the wonderful system of 
French highways back of this now immor- 
tal fortress. It the Pacific Coast were to be 
attacked the result would depend largely’ 
on the ability of the government to trans- 
port troops and supplies rapidly from sec- 
tion to section. Under the present system 
of highways along the Coast the advan- 
tage would be wiih the invader; but this 
could all be changed if a complete line of 
Federal highways were constructed / Call. 
fornia hag done much in the construction 
of State highways; but the money availa- 
ble was limited and there are many gaps to 
be filled in before the system is complete. 


State of Washington to unite all the cham- 
bers of commefre and other industrial and 
commercial organizations of the Pacific 
Coast in a concerted movement to secure 
the construction of this military highway. 
It was launched primarily by an axsociation 
known as the Pacific Coast Defense League, 
incorporated under the laws of Washins- 
ton; but its work has been indorsed by all 
the important chambers of commerce in 
California and Oregon, and the Federal Sen- 
ators and Representatives of all the Pacific 
Coast States are working harmoniously to 
secure an appropriation from the present 
Congress sufficient for the preliminary en- 
gineering surveys. The proposed military 
highway would have a main artery about 
‘1700 miles long. It is proposed that this 
line would be built by the Federal govern- 
ment as a military necessity. The States 
through which the highway passes are ready

Louis Hill, son of the great J. J. Hill 
of Northern Pacific fame, has been working 
seven years on a plan to have the govern- 
ment build a military road to be known as 
the Balboa highway along the Pacific Coast. 
That no Federal action has been taken Is due 
in part to the fact that the menacé of actual 
war was lacking, and in part because Call- 
fornia did not show any marked interest in 
what appeared to be primarily a Washing- 
ton project. The present plan promises to 
secure the coordination of effort of the en- 
tire Coast, and prospects are bright for a 
preliminary appropriation from Congress for 
the initiatory survey. 

Occasional efforts are still made to stir 
up sectional hatred and occasion domestic 
strife in the Pacific Coast area: but they 
are now so generally condemned by the 
commercial and industrial organizations of 
the different municipalites that they react 
on their perpetrators. A ridiculous instance 
was a recent attempt to set San Francisco 
and Los Angeles at loggerheads over the 
Liberty Bond campaign. A report was as- 
siduously circulated that a banner was hung 
across Market street in Sen Francisco dis- 
playing the query, “Have you bought your 
Ljberty Bond or are you from Les Ange- 
les?” When the report reached this city 
no one would give it sufficient credence to 
make an investigation, It is needless te re- 
mark that the w story was @ pure fab 
rication, although or two small papers 
in the interior were gullibl® enough to give 
it a place in their columns. No a , 
was stretched across Market ; San 
Francisco would not tolerate for ap Instant 
such a slander on a sister municipality. 
Under the new industrial and economic re-

Under the new scheme if there's 
a wee wife waiting” she receives 
each month direct from Uncle Sam 
215 a month, which is virtually an 
addition to the fighting man's wage 
and brings his total compensation 
up to $48 a month while he is in the 
United States and to $54.60 abroad. 

If there is one child with the wife, 
the allowance is $25 a month: two 
children, $82.50, and so on up to the 
point where, with a wife and six 
children, Uncle Sam pays $50 a 


month in cash to the family. 


It may not be enough io suppert

BERST HAS PLANS. 


PATHE AND PARALTA ANNOUNCE 
CENTRALIZATION. 


By Grace Kingsley. 
An important announcement af- 
fecting the Paralta and Pathe picture 
orgenizations was made yesterday by 


J. A. Berst, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of Pathe, who stated 
that arrangements have been com- 
pleted with Paratta, through Cart 
Anderson, president, and Robert 
Brunton, director of productions, 
for the production of a large num- 
ber of big features at Paralta’s new 
studio in Hollywood. 

In no sense, however, declare Mr. 

Berst and Mr. Anderson, is the above 
production arrangement significant of 
+ combination of any sort between 
he two companies. This arrange- 
ment, it is stated. is the first im- 
portant step in the direction of a 
centralization of production ectfvi- 
ties. It also means that an adédi- 
tional $2,500,000 will be spent here 
in 1918.  Paralta’s expenditure for 
the year will be about $1,000,000. 

“This arrangement is purely and 
simply @ centralization of produc- 
tion,” stated Mr. Berst. “We have 
no other connections of any kind and 


lease its productions independently 
as in the past.” 

For some time past there has 
been a growing belief 2 the industry 
that a great deal the present 
waste in production be elim- 
inated by centralizing production 
activities In two or three studios. 
In the organization of the Paraita

With 
ur glass-inclosed and open stages 
pd ape the nucleus, we have the va- 
rious parts of our plant grouped 
about them so that time, one of the 
most costly elements in making pic- 
tures, is saved to an extent rare in
